The Social Agitator Says Tyrants 
are Always Liars. 


Demands for Reform Only Retard Revo- 
lutions—Attack the Capitalist With- 
out Warning and Unarm Him—Com- 
munize Everything. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw YorK, March 24.—Herr Most, the soc fal 
agitator, arrived yesterday from Elizabethport, 
Where he had brought to a conclusion a series of 
lectures on the social movement now attracting 
attention through its threatening demonstrative- 
ness here as elsewhere. He Was met last nicht 
by a correspondent of the Post-DisvaTcH, who 
asked what truth, if any, there was in the state- 
ment cabled from Europe that he was, by the re- 
ceipt of a portion of its spoils, an accomplice in 
the Austrian anarchical crime. He gavethe most 
unqualified denial, saying: “Such accusations 
are a ready resource of our despots, who have to 
find an excuse to destroy, by attacking the char- 
acters of the social revolutionists. Tyrants are 
always liars; for truth coula not serve them as an 
instrument in support of what is fuunded on 
fraud. They must calumniate; they must villify 
those who assail their positions, and they shrink 
from.no falsehood, however great, to belittle the 
friends of liberty—laborers In the people’s cause.” 
He only suffered such obloquy in eommon with 
all reformers, The pretended confession of Herr 
Penkert was a foul fraud. From that gentleman 
himself a telegram wasto hand declaring that 
words ascribed to him were put in his mouth, but 
were not his, and that “all the anarchical crimes 
committed in Austria were the spontaneous out- 
come of the poverty, anger and resistance of a 
peopie dragooned and police-ridden into crime, 
but not the work of the organized social revolu- 


tilon.” “Besides,” said Herr Most, “the revolu- 
tionist is too clever, 
TOO WELL EDUCATED 

to walk about offering for sale such ecriminative 
Lhings as blood bought bonds,carrying conviction 
on the face of them. He never knew any of the 
men implicated in the matter.” Inreply to the 
question, ‘What in your opinion will be the issue 
iu America of the agrarian war, now exciting so 
muck interest and threatening so many changes 
in Great Britain?” He said: “There must event- 
ually be a conflict there between tenant and land- 
lord; between those who utilize the land and the 
men Who merely profit by the labor bestowed up- 
on it by others. The conflictin America cannot 
be postponed; it is nearer at hand 
than apy ove imagines. Its bitterness will be iu- 
creased by the influx into this land, whieu oucht 
to be the poor man’s heritage, of capital and 
aristocrats from Kurope, who seek to revew their 
age of tyranny, to renovate their systems of law- 
less Oppression, to buy for themselves new leases 
of the power to oppress him in this new country. 
The conflict cannot be retarded. Its outpurst 
must be within five years. Hereisaland where 
vhe might reasonably hope tv see 509,000,009 of 
people supported in freedom and comtort. How 
could this be if a privileged few can live without 
labor and-gather from fabor as rent tte hears of 
still further oppressing labor? To-day the iron, 
the forests, the riches natural to America are so 
great and so Varied as to be innumerable and in- 
estimable, go to swell the power of the few land- 
lords, the capitaiists, of any one but the toiler, 
and this land being far ricuer than any of the 
older countries, the evil is proportionately in- 
tensified and the revolution more necessary. The 
privileged classes of old Europe for the moment 
reinfurce the propertied people here. In a short 
time by their exactions and their 

CLAIMS FOR WIDER RULE 
they will bring ali property into disrepute, espec- 
ially that in lands.” 

Herr Most said he would be glad if any scheme 
of slow reform could be found to place the people 
in their rights, but he was sure that property 
would never yield to the demands of the proleta- 
riat. 1t buys votes, corrupts judges, parhaments, 
and even the peers. it has tov good a position to 
be coaxed er petted into yielding. Even here it 
can hire armies to enforce its laws and protect 
the statu quo. 

“No, property will not yield. It must be de- 
throned like the monarchs whose methods it was to 
perpetuate its equally absurd claims. ‘Rather 
than accept any scheme of communalizing 
wealth, capitalists and properties, people will at- 
tack the proletariat and force it to fight unpre- 
pared, so as to retard its progress and stifle its 
cries for centuries. I have no faith in Mr. 
George’s remedies,” continued the speaker. “I 
have seen faiiures in otuer lands; failures In 
mere agitation, in the pressing forward of 
schemes of reform. All changes must be radical, 
sudden, irresistible, or else property aiarmea 
arms itself for the fray, buys the faint-hearted, 
imprisons the ardent,shoots down the strong and 
the brave. Ub, no; demands for reform only retard 
revolutions. Plaus and schemes like George’s 
are but idle wind. Action, uprooting only, will 
effect anything here. No time, no Warning must 

yrepare privilege for its conflict with justice. 
Nhen these people fina their vosition attacked 
they will appeal to power, not to principle, against 
themin vain. Power against power alone can 
prevail, and the !onger the delay the harder will 
be the combat. The United States may be com- 
pared to Rome tn its falien condition and ready 
to welcome imperialism: corrupt, pleasure-rid- 
den, the few enervated with luxury, but 
POWERFUL AND UNPRINCIPLED; 
the many toiling for — bread, 
unprivileged and threatened with still greater 
vurdens, and perhaps a worse political rule.” 

“What would youdo with the wealth and the 
evidences of wealth, factories, property and build- 
ings, now existing?” 

“| would not destroy anything that exists, but 
I would deprive the individuals of ownership and 
would communize everything. It is a mistake to 
think that the Paris Comimune destroyed the 
works of civilization or robbed. It certainly de- 
molished monuments that were inere evidences 
of the power, glory and triumph of tyranny, 
but it left untoucned 300,000,000 frances 
in the banks, although a Government 
would at once have seized the Muney as 4 means 
of war. All private capital, ail accumulations of 
wealth, must be made public property. Individ- 
ual rights can no longer exist. Then rapacity 
would have no stimulus. The Commune means 
deceutralization and the destruction of State or 
other strong governments because, although 
tederalization is at times needful tur special pur- 
poses and to meet special crises, ceniralization 
of government is dangerous, for it has a method 
of progress of its own towards stronger govern- 
ment, the rule of fewer men of the 
autocracy of the Emperor.” Speaking of 
capitalists Herr Most said toat there were politi- 
eal heretics Who professed that by the occasional 
fall of such men as Villard, by the ebb and flow of 
transactions, capital would be distributed. They 
erred, He had vo faith in such changes. Capital 
went from one aggresionist to another; never 
back to the masses, and ,besides the Villards of 
the world still remained rich; often emerged 
richer from the apparent difficulties. Vanderbilt 
with his ‘Damn the People,’ was jalready pay- 
ing the way to empire; he _ certainly 
was the foe to popular sovereignty 
The (Sages tand Goulds were the 
same public enemies, Wild beasts of capital. 
Their plunderous methods were legalized, but 
none the less they accumulated the profits of 
their mercantile or other piracies by the watering 
of stocks, corrupt obtaining of franchises, fraud- 
ulent methods of securing valuable controlling 
powers. These men must be stripped till ae 
stand where the laborer, to whom belongs all 


wealth, stands to-day. 


POWERFUL GUNS, 


Krapp’s Army of Employes—Latest Feats of 

Notabie Guns—The Navy. 

By Tel h tothe Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 24.—The preparations by 
Congress for the coustruction of a navy which 
will enable this country to stand ona footing 
with others in fighting qualities gives especial 
interest to information just réceived here con- 
cerning the manufacture abroad of great guns— 
80 great as to be able to destroy the most perfect 
ship possible to be made and floated. Several 


sixty-inch guns, of thirty-five cal 
length. A target representing the sides of 
iron-clad man-of-war was constructed of 
inch hard-wood timber, with iron plates 
inches thick, securely fastened on each side:

Neither would the newest of the French ironclads 
aud the well-Known Italian turret men-of-war, 
Duiilo and Dandolo, with their 22 inches or steel 
armor, find any protection against this gun af 
short range. Only the celebrated men-of-war 
Italia and Leponto, with their two and a half feet 
of steel armor, resist a shot from Kruyp’s twelve- 
ineh guu. 

Mr. Lrupp is now engaged in constructing upon 
the same principie as the gun above mentioned, 
forty ceutimeter (16-inch) guns, of 35 calibers 
length, weight 121 tons, for the Italian govern- 
ment. Itis ascertained that they will send @ 
projectile weighing considerable more than a 
through any armor which a ship can carry 
float in an ordinary sea.

A $100,000 DECISION. 


Important Points Decided in an Eject- 
ment Suit This Morning. 

Judge Adams rendered an opinion this morning 
in the ejectment suit of 8S. H. White against E. J. 
Beard, which will be read with interest. The 
suit in question grows out of the following facts: 
In 1873 Reilly, Seitz & Fletcher acquired a forty- 
year lease on the property on the southwest cor- 
ner of Fifth street and Washington avenue in this 
city. In 1874 these parties, together with one 
Clemens, took steps towards the for- 


‘mation of a corporation to be 
known as the (Guardian Building Company. 
They filed the articles of association of the pre- 
posed corporation in the Recorder’s office of the 
city, but failed to file ihe articles or any papers 
in the matter of the organization in the office of 
the Seeretary of State at Jefferson City. On the 
same day that they filed the articles in the 
eorder’s office they executed a deed of their lease- 
hold interestin the property to the Guardian 
Building Company, reciting that the Guardian 
Building Company was a corporation. Tue Boat- 
men’s Savings Bank subsequently loaned $18,000 
to the parties interested in the Guardian 
Building Company, takiug thefcompany’s deed of 
qrust to secure the same. The Guardian Savings 
Bank subsequently loaned §15,000 to the same 
parties, taking a like deed of trust purporting to 
be executed by the Guardian Building Company. 
Subsequently Reilly went into bankruptcy and 
scheduled the property in controversy as bis ia- 
dividual property.. die.had prev ¥. 

all the supposed stock of the so-called Guardian 
Building Company. Reilly subsequently effected 
a compromise with his creditors in bankruptcy, 
making a Jarge cash payment to them. The 
cash tor this payment he borrowed from a 
number,of parties and agreed to convey to plain- 
tiffs, for them, all the property scheduled by him 
in bankruptcy, including the property in contro- 
versy. Upontne effecting of this composition 
Reilly conveyed the property to plaintiffs as trys- 
tees to recover and dispose of the same for the 
repayment of the money loaned him as aforesaid. 
Plaintiffs, as trustees, also acquired” @ 
deed from Seltz, though not from 
Fieteher, and this suit is for the recovery of 
Reilly & Seitz’ two-thirds interest in the 
leasehold. During the time RKejlly was 
ion bankruptcy the Guardian Savings Bank. 
the holder of the second deed of trust, commenced 
a suit against the parties in interestin the matter, 
excepting Reilly’s assignee in bankruptcy, for 
the establishment of its deed of trust, setting up 
the defectiveress of its deed of trust for want of a 
seal, and by reason of the waut of incorporation 
of the Guardian Building Company at the time it 
gave the deed of trustand praying the Court to. 
establish its lien upun the property and foreclose 
the same. 

In his decision rendered this morning Judge 
Adams holds that the Guardian Building Compaay 
never became incorporated and could neither 
transact busiuess nor assume the exercise of cor- 
porate franchises, and that the deed from Reilly, 
Seitz and Fletcher to that company was a nullity 
and passed no title; also that the deeds of trust 
were inoperative and passed no title to defeud- 
ant, and that plaintiffs were not estopped to: set 
up the void nature of thesé aeeds. The decision 
held further, that the decree which declared that 
the Boatmen’s and Guardian Savings Banks had 
a good right to sell the leasehold under their trust 
deeds was sufficient to estop plaintiffs because 
it amounted to more than a declaration of rights, 
in that it referred the parties to their own chosen 
method of foreclosure and Was a practical adop- 
tion of their own method by tne court; also bDe- 
cause it was a final determination of ihe rights of 
the parties inthe action, and as such was reg 
adjudicata, a owen 4 as against a collateral at- 
tack. The suit, which involves $100,000, will un- 
doubtedly find its way ultimately to the Supreme 
Court. The attorneys are Judge Boyle Smith and 
Harrison for plaintilfs and A. J. P. Garesche for 
defendant.

ernivent is pot justified in impeaching her mo- 
tives, “If it be true.” continues the report, 
“that our pork is to any extent unwholesome, we 
should endeavor by arigid system of inspection 
to remove the cause for complaint. If it be fear 
of trichinosis, itis only pretense, and that the 
real reason for excluding our hog products 
is a desire to protect their own producers, 
then we are the last people on earth who ought to 
complain. After surrounding ourselves for more 
than twenty years with a protection tariff wall so 
high as to exclude virtually all the products of 
Germany which compete with ours, it is rather 
late for us to advocate retaliation 
against a government which merely fol- 
lows our example. In fact Germany’s action 
is retaliation, and the cry of “stop thief” can’t 
change the true condiiion of things. We have 
more to learn. We are not 80 great and inde- 
yendent as to enabie us to defy the laws of polit- 
cal economy and the amenities of international 


trade with impunity. e have been 
told, again and again, that our 
true policy was to shut up our 


manufactures from competition with the world, 
aod that all nations thus excluded would be 
compelled, nevertheless, to buy our breadstuffs 
and provisions; that they could not do without 
them. We are greatly surprised and indignant 
when one important Customer says he can get 
along without our hog products and or- 
bids their coming in, and we 
“ ropose to retaliate, for what? For simply and 
rankly forbidding them to be imported. Sup- 
4 pose instead of doing this Germany had imposed 
by a duty of 100 per centon them, which as effect- 
‘ ually prohibits their importation, what then and

undersigned can. see no difference whatever 
in the two methods of prohibition, so far as re- 
sults are concerned, ven thatone is manly and 
direct, whilst the other is indirect and based on 
false pretenses.

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UNPOPULAR CASH. 


Curious Features of the Crusade 
Against the Silver Dollar, 


_— — 
— 


Bankers Want it Bigger and Other 
Folks Wantit Softer and Thinner and 
Lighter—The Two Views Presented. 


The people who have salaries to draw and shop~ 
ping to do and goods to sell object to the silver 
dollar because it is big, heavy and clumsy. The 
pankers object to it because it is not big enough, 
heavy enough or clumsy enough. Hence the 
community are unanimous in the demand that 
the coinage of the “dollar of our dads” 
pe stopped, although their objections to 
it are diametrically opposite in character. 
This general sentiment has at last crystallized 


into formal expression, and a crusade against the 
beautiful coin has been inaugurated which prom- 
jses to put the brakes onthe stamping machines 
inthe mmt. To-day a committee representing 
the St. Louis Clearing House waited upon the 
Merchants’ ae to ask the latter body to 
co-operate with @ New York Chamber 
of Commerce in an effort to stop. the 
coinage, revise the dollar, apd contrsl the 
circulation, The position of the banking meu is 
set forth in this resolution, adopted by the clear- 
inc house: 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of this pody that 
the government should mrke the silver standard 
as near as possible to that of gold, and that the 
coinage should be limited to the demand.” 

“You don’t want the silver doilar withdrawn 
from circulation, then?” asked a reporter of a 
gentieman who is ia a position to speak for the 
clearipg house. 

“By nomeans. Weregardit as an excellent 
coin for uses if the retail trade for which it was 
jntended.”’ 

“You don’t think that retail merchants and 
their patrons regard it favorably, do you?’ 

“T don’t see why they should not. It is far 
petter for their uses than filthy small bills. It 
sould be popular on sanitary grounds alone. 
Small bills goiatoall sorts of places, and area 
medium forthe spread of disease. I never want 
small bills when I can get stiver dollars,” 

“Dosn’t the sanitary objection apply to large 
bills as well?” 

“Not at all in the same degree. Large bills are 
not nearly so liable to get into places where they 
can become infected.” 

“And do the,banks want the small bills witb- 
drawn from circulation altogether, as has been 
represented?” 

“No, our action doesn’t go quite that far. If, 
however, the withdrawal of small bills from cir- 
culation would accomplish our purpose, 
we would not object io even tha? measure. 
Coin is the proper form of money for sums under 
five dollars. Why,in England 

THEY HAVE NO PAPER MONEY 
of less value than five pounds, or twenty-five dol- 
Jars, and they do not feel the coin burdensome. 
The trouble is here, we have not become accus- 
toned to coin yet, and hence the paper is popu- 
jar. but that is all a mistaken idea,” 

“And What is the particular thing that the 
clearing house wants to accomplish?” 

“Itis this: We object tothe Government tak- 
ing eighty-five cents’ worth of silver, stamping it, 
aud putting it in circulation as haying the value 
of adollar. We objecttoit taking eighty cents’ 

‘worth of silver, stamping it, and passing it into 

circulation as two Maives or four quarters of a 
dollar. The money is all good enough so long as 
the balance of trade with foreign countries is 
in our favor; Dut suppose it shoui@ turn against 
us, and we should have tO ship coin—what then? 
These silver dollars of ours would not be accept- 
ed at all by foreign governments, except as 
eighty-five cents’ worth of builion, which they 
really are, That is what we want corrected. 
Let us have sliver dollars, but iet them 
contain a dollar’s worth of silver. Let 
us have all we need of them for circulation, but 
let us not have them forced upon us in quantities 
far in excess oL the needs of commerce, until 
they become a burden. In short, let only so 
many be issued as the retail trade of the country 
needs, and let us not be compelled to receive 
them into circulation at the rate of two million 
pew doliars per month, as now.”’, 

“Whatis being done to bring about this re- 
form?” 

“The movement was inaugurated by the New 
York Chamber of Commerce, which called upun 
ail other mercantile bodies in the country to join 
infit, and in several of the large cities action to 

thhat end has been taken.’’ 

A visit was made to the United States Sub- 

easury, and 

GEN. EDWARDS 
was found superintending the reception of a 
cargo Of silver dollars that somebody was anxious 
w get rid of. 

“There is no mistaking the fact,” saia the Gen- 
eral, “thatthe coin is very unpopular, and no- 
body accepts it from choice. Why, during the 
last wonth we bad $346,000 in silver doliars turn- 
ed in upon us, and this month the receipts are 
probably nearly as heavy. 1 have iu 
ihe vaults to-day $6,507,190 in silver dollars, 
and §$1,687,515in silver balves. There is abso- 
lutely no demand for the dollars save sometimes 
on pay-day a firm will send in for a small sack to 
make change. Theonly people who seem to have 
any liking for the large coin are ihe negroes. 
They nearly all prefer it to paper, because it is 
brighter and beavier, and has more substance 
to it. In cotton—picking time, therefore, the 
South uses a very large quantity of the medium, 
but soon afterward it begius to come back on us 
in heavy shipments, and it seeins impossible to 
keep it in cireulation.”’ 

“Are there plenty of small bills—ones and two’s 
—in circulation now?” 

“No, not enough to supply the demand. 
The Secretary of the Treasury, only a few days 
ago, asked for an appropriation for printing a 
new lotof these small notes to supply the de- 
mand, but lam of the opinion that the bill will 
pot pass. You see,the silver interest is very 
Birong in Congress, and, while it may not be 
strong enough to effect legislation in its own in- 
lerest, it is strong enough to prevent legisiation 
unfavorable to it. Now their idea is, by not 
supplying the demands for small bills, to force 
tiie siiverdollars back into circulaiion. I have 
been expecting a large demand for the coin dur- 
ing the past month on that account, but have 
been disappointed. Our supply keeps growing 
constantly, and,as you know, | hadt: rent a 
room in the Bafe Deposit building two store the 
surplus, I removed that stored stock to the 
Custom House vaults.”

proposed for the caucus. Let the Morrison 
bill go to its passage, since it has been intro- 
duced. There is no necessity of making it a 
party measure. It is not a party measure on 
the Republican side and it is superfluous 
folly to hamper and obstruct Democrats in a 
conflict in which their adversaries are free 
and untrammeled. We do not observe that 
the Republicans are agitating themselves 
over the tariff question. 

The caucus can have no positive value. It 
may have a negative value if it serves finally 
to demonstrate to the “rule or ruin” faction 
of Democracy that their untimely attempt 
to rule can end only in ruin. It is doubtful, 
however, whether the certainty of} Democratic 
defeat would serve to restrain the en- 
thusiastic reformers who have called the 
caucus.

He Hopes to Reach Chicago via the 
Tenth Ward, 


Ninth Ward Republicans Refuse to Part

If Nominated Mr. Arthur Might 
Carry Ohio. 


The Garfield Republicans Not Angry 
With the President, Still They Would 
Rather Vote for Blaine or Logan—The 
Hog and the Tariff. 


By Telogravh to the Post-Disvaten, 

WASHINGTON, March 24.—“Representing the dis- 
trict from which the late President Garfield came, 
your views as to Arthur’s popularity in Onio 
would be very interesting just now,” your jcor- 
respondent said to Judge Taylor, the representa- 
live from the Nineteenth Ohio District. Judge 
Taylor was, it will be remembered, elected to suc- 
ceed Gartield after his election as Senator, just 
prior to the Campaign of 1880, and has since rep- 
resented that district in Congress. He was sit- 
ting in his seaton the floor of the House await- 
lng the opening of the session of the day. 

“I should be very glaa to give them,” he an- 
swered, ‘The people of my district think well of 
President Arthur; they think that his administra- 
tion has been a wise and efficient one; far beyond 
their expectations in the result. They are sur- 
prised and gratified at the dispiay of ability and 
wise conservative judgment and statesmanship 
which have characterized President Arthur’s 
wrt and heis much more highly thought of 
there how than he was when he became Presi- 
dent.” 

“Could he carry Ohio, do you think, Mr. Tay- 
lor?”’ 

“Yes,” he replied, “I have no doubt he could, 
and willif nominated. I do not say that he is the 
strongest man that could be nominated for Obio, 
but I suink that he is sufficiently strong there 
to carry the State.” 

“Who would be the strongest manin Qhio ir 
your opinion?” 

“J think that Blaine is the choice of a larger 
number of people than is the case with any other 
one Man; at least I think that is the factin mv 
Own district and vicinity.” 

‘You think, then, that Blaine would be stronger 
than Arthur in Ohio?” 

“Yes, think so, Ido not think that Arthur’s 
nomination would create any considerable en- 
thusiasm in Ohio; indeed, [ doubt if it would call 
out the full Republican vote, though the per- 
centage of Republicans who would not yote 
woula be extremely small. I imagine that Blaine 
or Sherman or Edmunds or Logan wouid be 
stronger in Ohio, yet 1 am satistied that he could 
carry the State if nominated.” 

‘How about the Democratic ecandidacies?” 

“IT think that Mr. Payne is the chvuice of Ohio 
Democrats.” 

THE HOG QUESTION. 

The Commerce Committed, having gotten ria of 
the interstate bill, has found time to look after 
the hog. Itistohold a session to-morrow for 
this special purpose. On Friday of last week it 
discussed the quesiion briefly, arriving at no con- 
clusion, bowever. There are several bilis and 
joint resolutions of this nature pefore it. One of 
them authorizes the President to prohibit the im- 
poration ot articles from those countries pro- 
hibiting the linportation of our pork, whenever he 
is Convinced that the articles which he may pro- 
hibit are injurious to health. This, of course, 
evans the uations Of France and _  Ger- 
inany. Another bili authorizes the = ap- 
polniment ot inspectors, whose 
duty it shall be to inspect all hogs slaughtered for 
ithe foreign market. Of course only a compara- 
tively simail proportion of the hogs killed at tbe 
great packing establistinents of the country are 
ior loreigu nNarKkels, and as these are prepared 
for tbe arKet ina different manner from those 
intended for Cousumption in this couutry there 
will be no afficuily in carrying out a measure of 
this Kind and preventing any attempts to evade 
it. The foreign niarkets demand u 
method of cutting ineats sent them 
winch is eltirelv different from 
that adopted for the home market.so0 that ail 
hogs slaughtered and pucked to go abioad would 
be readily recognized vy experts when prepared 
for pucking in the siaughter houses, This propo- 
siiion looks to the appointment of these inspec- 
tors by tie packing houses themseives, so that 
tue enactinent of such a law will not add to the 
expenses of the Government. If the course of 
the foreign Governments in exciuding American 
meats is in good taili, because Of thew solicitude 
forthe health of their people, this course will 
probably satisfy them. If it is not, but is for the 
benetit of tueir hog-growers, the continuance of 
tiely present course will develop that fact and 
will, 10 is leit, fully warrant this country in adopt- 
jug retallatory jueasures, Which some of tie hot- 
ter-leaded legisialors now urge. 

THE TARIFF. 

The more the tari? bill and the relations of 
members to it is talked aboul, the greater the un- 
certaiuty as to the result. The friends of the 
measure, since the canvass of the House, say that 
in oraer lo pass iItthey must make more conces- 
sions. Indieuillous are that they will be willing 
to make these concessions, though doing soe, in 
their UWu eyes, Considerably Weakens their bill. 
Probably it witl weaken it infactas well. It is 
pretiy evident thatif those who vuppose it in its 
present form vole solidly agaist it, it cannot 
pass. The action of the Virginia State Central 
Committee lust week in urging that the question 
be not pressed further ip this Congress has a good 
deal disturbed the advocates of the bill. It is said 
here ou good authority that the West Virginia 
Democratic Convention will, at its coming meet- 
ing, declare unequivocally against the present 
tariff agitalion, wnuich the Virginia Democrats 
believe is deleating the — and rendering iis 
chances of suce@ess very slight. Nobody can pre- 
dict What the caucus will do, and there is decided- 
ly a more Couservative feeling on the side of the 
tariff reform element, and a willingness to com- 
promise and make changesin the billis more 
clearly mabifested every day.

NEW YorK, March 24.—“Let me die, Keep 
away from me,” shrieked a young woman whose 
clothing was ablaze, a8 3he Sprang to the pave- 
ment from the doorway of No. 318 Pearl street. 
about 7 o’cloeck last evening. The flames enciy- 
cled her body and were shooting above her 
head, her hair being also on fire. The vic- 
tim of the snocking suicide was Liz 
zie Shehan a comely young woman 
24 years of age, who for nearly a year has been a 
boarder in the family of Mrs. O'Nelil at the house 
mentioned. She has a lover living in Brooklyn, vy 
whom it is said she was be.rayed., About a 
mouth ago the girl gave birth tu a child, which 
died, and siuce she fvoilowed her baby to the 
grave Miss Shehan has appearea very mueh de- 
pressed, A week ago she made an attempt at 
suicide by catiing her threat, but the wound was 
not serious and she had alinost recovered from its 
effects. During yesterday sire acied strangely, 
moving frum one place to apother and deciiing 
all intereourse witb members of the 
houselho!d, itis evideut that she was meditating 
self-desiruction, and was determined that there 
should be no failure in the attempt. Taking a 
can of coal oil containing about a quart of the 
fluid, she retired to an unoccupied apartment on 
the lower floor aud poured the oil over her head, 
thoroughly saturaiing her hair and clothing. 
She theu appled a match to her hiair andiu a mo- 
nent Was ip a biaze. Wheu discovered she was 
ewalking round the yard shrieking in her agony, 
and ye making uo effort to suppress the fire, 
whicn was fast roasting her. The blaze 
and screams attracted the atlentiou of persous in 
the Lonse, and several men ran to Der rescue. 
The one who first approached her found her 
standing erect, with hands clinched tightiy by 
her side. She ordered him away and fled through 
throuch thefhaliway to the street, Where an ex- 
cited crowd quickly gatiered. 

THERE WAS NO FALTERING 

in the woman's purpuse to die, as, when a man 
approached her wilh &@ shawl she dashed hiin 
aside, possessing. apparently, superhuman 
strength, and the gent procured a heavy cloth aud 
was in the act of enveloping her with 
it when she turned ana fled 
along tne street with the flames leaping high 
abuve her head. A third man drew off his over- 
coat, beld it before him and sprang upon tie girl 
ana foreed her to the sidewalk. She resisted des- 
perately, calling all the time to be allowed to die, 
The flames were extinguished, but not belore 
they had done their fatal work. Her fuce, head 
and upper portion of the body were roasted, aud 
she alsu inhaled the flames. She had been so 
terribly Durucd about theface thatthe biood 
burst from her skin and streamed over the 
neck and shoulders, Policeman Law-

Gen. Lee’s Sons, 
Washington Letter to St. Louis Spectator. 


Gen. Robert E. Lee left three or four sons. 
The elder, George Washington Parke Custis 
Lee, is president of Washington and Lee 
University ateLexington, Va., the institu- 
tion presided over by his father at the time 
vf his death. He was a major-general in the 
Confederate army. ‘The university over 
which he presides had some life and impe- 
tus given it by the heated sentiment that 
prevailed in the South immediately after the 
close of the war, but latterly it has not pros- 
pered, and, like Virginia University itself, 
a school that heid a first place so lung and 
that was founded by the great Jefterson, 
whose homestead overlooks it from a distant 
hill, it seems to have partaken of the general 
blight and decay that have falien upon the 
once proud and magnificent State of Vir- 
ginia. Gen, Runey Lee, another son of the 
great Confeaerate commander, teads the life 
of a quiet Virginia farmer, caring more for 
fat calves and green meadows than for a life 
of public service to which the whole Lee 
family by an inexorable fate is denied ad- 
mission. Bob Lee, as he is familiarly called, 
is the youngest son of Gen. R. E. Lee, and 
he is also a quiet farmer. His home is on the 
James, near Richmond, dJusé after the war 
he was somewhat reckless, and I haye seen 
agentleman here within the past week of 
whom he borrowed a quarter in a gambling 
extremity.

PRESIDENTIAL WEALTH. 


Our Chief Magistrates Were Never Suc- 


cessful Money-Makers. 
New York Correspondence Utica Heraia. 


@Gen. Grant is estimated at $200,000, which 
makes him the richest ex-President since 
Buchanan. Hayesis notrich, though ina 
well-to-do condition. Andy Johnson and 
Abrahain Lineoln each left $50,000. Frank 
Pierce entered the White House poor, but 
went back to Concord wortbd $60,000. ill- 
ard Fillmore made a snug fortune out of the 
law, and was comparatively rich when he 
became President. Gen, Taylor saved his 
army salary and was in independent cir- 
cumstances when elected tu the Presidency. 
He heid the office hardly a year and a half, 
and left a property worth $50,000. Tyler 
Was a bankrupt when the death of Harrison 
made him President, and he married a for- 
tune in Miss Gardiner. He went out of of- 
fice arich man, but he became ‘a leader in 
the Confederacy, and his property was sunk 
in the general ruin oecasion by the war. 
James K. Poik had good opportunity to 
make money before his election, and he was 
an economist by nature. He left $150,000. 
Martin Vau Buren was the richest of ail 
our Presidents, his estate being esti- 
mated at $800,000, He made money as 
a lawyer and also as a_ politician, 
and his real estate purchases became im- 
inensely profitable, but his money has been- 
aluiost entirely wasted by bis heirs, An- 
drew Jackson was not a money-making man. 
He lived nine years after the expiration of 
his term of office, and left only. a large land- 
ed estate commonly known as the Hermit 
ace. John Quincy Adams was a methodical 
business man and an economist, He left 
about $60,000, which at that time was a large 
sum. James Monrve was so poorin his old 
age that he became the guest of his son-in- 
law, Samuel L.Gouvenear, in this city,where 
hedied. Madison was more successful in 
taking care of his money, and left his widow 
& property which enatled her to live hand- 
somely in Washington till theend of her 
days. Jefferson passed his. last days in 
much distress, and was reatly afraid that his 
place would be sold by the sheriff. He was 
an object of gpublic charity and a subscrip- 
tion was opened in his behalf in this city, bub} 
his death occurred so soon that the beneyo- 
lent effort was not required. Old John 
Adams left an estate worth $30,000. Wash- 
ington was arich man for hisday, his wealth 
being solely due to marriage. Mount Ver- 
non was not a productive property, but Mrs. 
Custis brought. him a large fortune which 
she inherited from her first husband. View- 
ing our Presidents in a merely pecuniary es- 
timate, there are a hundred men in this city 
each of whom could buy out the whole of 
them. When one contemplates their true 
worth, however, one sees how utterly poor 
inere Wealth becomes in comparison.

Dress and Undress in Japan.

Every one, rich and poor, in Japan takes a 
dip at least onee a day in a caidron vf hot 
water. ‘The rich bathe before dinner and at 
bedtime. ‘Their whole household dip in the 
same hot water. A bath, unless at a thermal 
spring, is only an emersion. Precedence is 
given to the elders when there are no yisit- 
ors, then to the young people’ according to 
their age, next to the maid servants, and 
lastly to the women. Pretatory ablutions of 
feet and bands are pertorued in basins, and 
on getting out of the ealdron each bather 
garzles mouth and throat with celd aroma- 
tized water. In very hot weather they all 
fan each other’s bodies to dry them. od- 
esty does not begiu in Japan, where beauty 
ends. Human beings who are as fat and 
shapeless as too prosperous quails do not 
mind being fanned. ‘The nobility never 
went naked in the streets. Bat in their 
castles or shiros and their parks they did and 
do—furmerly to be coolin hot weather and 
now to economize their Enropean and other 
garments. Hunchbacks and deformed per- 
In a Japanese 
Eden the law of natural selection prevails. 
We came up country whenever there was a 
road in jinrinkchas, and when the ground 
was too rough for wheels we were carried in 
norimous, a sort of Chinese chair borne by 
two, three or four men, who are strong as 
horses. When the ground is fater down 
hill there are two, or one before and two be- 
hind. ‘These bearers are mostly disbanded 
teudal retainers, or soldiers of the Daimios: 
put they are not allowed to wear their old 
military costumes or swords, and the author- 
ities are almost glad when they see them 
with a drapery of tough paper round their 
loins and nothing else.

AN ANCIENT GRUDCE. 


Capt. De Lancy’s Arrest Alleged to 
be Due to Such. 


An Unprejudiced Statement of the Facts 
—Was His Selection for Punishment 
Designed or Accidental?!—A Statement 
by the Hospital Doctor. 


The arrest of Uaptaiu de Lancy, at the tinstis 
gation of Dr. Fessencen, superintendent of the 
Marine Hospital, on a charge of forging a eertia- 
cate upou which secured medicines from the 
Hospital Dispensary at the People’s Theater 
building September 21. 1883. bas excited consicer- 
able comutent in mver circles, ana the idea has 
gained curfency that ihe auiinus for the prosecu- 
tion is suppiied by De Lancy’s connection with the 


exposure of hospital mismanagement made by 
the Post-DisPATCH last spring, rather than a 
desire to protect the United Staies Government 
from the loss oecasioned by the issuing of a few 
cents worth ef medicine toa persou not legally 
entitied to receive a. Lt will be remembered “s 
the information upok Which the PosT-DISPATC 
siaried its investigation, which resuiled in tie 
destruction of the old bospital bwildiug com- 
piainea ot and the building of a new one, Was sup- 
plied by Capt. DeLancy,whose action ou behalf of 
bisfellow seameu was severely denounced at 
the time by the hospital auihorilies, who, on one 
occasion, ordered him fromthe premises when 
he had called to see a sick frend. The 
question of Lancy’s guilt is before 
ine United States Court tor disposition; the ques- 
tion Ol Whelher or pot the motive power of his 
prosecation is a desire for persecution will have a 
very therough ventilation before the trial of the 
case cumes off. In order to gain light upon the 
subject, a PosT-DisPATCH reporter ibis morning 
Visited several of the interested parties. 
CAPT. DE LANCY 

was seen in the jail. He staicad that he had done 
no wrong, and that the certificate upon which he 
secured Lhe medicime was sigued by Dr. Urqu- 
bart, the assistant physician of the Marine Hus- 
pital, under whose direct charge the dispensary 
is run, and that it was quite a commen thing for 
this to be done. The reporter then called upon 


Assistant District Attorney Drummond, 
who stated that, with the facts 
which had been brought Ww his  aAt- 


tention by Collector Whitney, such a clear case 
of forgery has Deen made out against Capt. 

Laucy that there Was no alternative bul to bring 
the matter to the Grand Jury. The reporter sug- 
gested that there probabdiy might beSome animus 
inthe prosecution, but Mr. Drummond siaied 
that if such existed it had nothing to do wilh tue 
action o: the eourt officers. He did not knuow 
thatthe Mariue Hospital authoriiies had apy- 
ching iv Go with the prosecution further than that 
the iuformation Upou which It was vased had 
come from tbeim. The information was laid 
avaiust De Lancy by the collector of the port. 
Tue reporter repaired Vo the collector’s office and 
jearned that the action agaiust De Lancy 
had been taken at the instigation of Dr. Fessen- 
den. superintendent of the Marine Hospital. 

*How often before has the collector been re- 
quired 10 cause ihe arrest of seameu -on such a 
cuarge as thal Duw brought against DeLancv?’’ 
the reporter asked of the Collector’s special 
deputy. 

“, sever heard of such a case before,” was the 
answer. 
“Aud how long have you been in the office?” 
“Filleen years.” 
Tue reporter next called at the Marine Hospitai 
Dispensary, Where he had an interesting iter- 
view with 

DR. URQUHART, 
the assistant physician, wie said: “On the 
Zistof last September De Laucy called here and 
demanded medicine, presenting a certificate pur- 
portiug io be. signed by Capt. Harry Brolaski, 
which set forth that be was aseamanon board 
the Arkansas City. His aemeauor caused me to 
believe thatthe certificate le presenied Was a 
forged one, aud Ll warued iim accurdiugly. He 
persisted, noWever, in his deciaralion tat tae 
document Was genuine aud that the statement it 
couluved Was true, Whereupon I delivered him 
ine mediciue. Lhe certificate was subsequentiy 
shown to Capt. Jobn P. Keiser, president of the 
Anchor Line, Who stated tuat uot only bad Capt. 
De Lancy not been engaged on any one of his 
voais. but that he would not engage him. Ili 
was then submitted tu Captain Brvoilaski, who 
stated thatthe signature of his name upon it was 
a forgery and that the facis alleged in it were un- 
true, as Captain De Lancy ha4 pot been engaged 
asa seamdian Ou the Arkansas City In Septemver 
as Was set forth therein. These facts I submitted 
to Dr. Fessenden, who brought the matter to the 
attention of the courts,” 

“Are you nut afraid,” the reporter asked, 
“that, inasmuch as the Hospital officials are 
known to have an illfeeling towards Captain 
De Lancy. the impression may gain ground 
that this prosecation is had asa way of getting 
even Witi au old enemy?” 

“We do het care a particle what the people may 
think. Lrun this department of the hospital ac- 
cordiug to the reguilatioqns governing it, and the 
arrest of DeLancy was made in accordance with 
them.’ 

“In the course of the past year how many ar- 
resis of this Kind have been made?’ 

“Lhis was the oniy one.” 

“Have you any reasonto believe that such 
petty frauds as Capt. DeLancy is alleged to have 
cominitted bave been accomplished by other ap- 
plicants for relief during the past year?” ; 

“IT believe it is quite pussibic.”’ 

“How many times hrve you investigated appli- 
cations Which gave gruund for suspiciou?” 

“IT never had apy otber case investigated.” 

“What was tlie value in money of the medicine 
which Capt. De Lancy secured by his alleged 
false representation?” 

“I suppose the medicine he got was worth 
about a dollar; then the consultation, at ordivaryv 
physicians’ rates, Was worth $2 more.” ; 

“Don’t you think that the punishment you 
have meted out to the captain is rather out 
of proportion to the offense he ts alieced to have 
committei—one involving only a doilar’s worth 
of govds.” 

“Lhe offense is not to be measured by the 
amount of property involved. We must punisn 
such attempts to defraud the Government: if we 
do not we should be continually imposed upon,”’ 

The reporter during ihe morning saw the al- 
leged forged certificate, which. while it is saie to 
assume that it does not bear the genuine signa- 
ture of Captain Brolaski, was certainly not forgea 
by Captain De Lancy, as the alleged forgery is in 
a bold, free handwriting, while Captain De Lancy 
is anything buta graceful penman. In conver- 
sation with an old steamboat man the reporter 
was informed that tor years past the regulatious 
regarding the issue of medicine at the Dispensary 
have not been apphed with anything like severity 
and tbe resull has been that cel tificates 
of the kind presented by Captain De Laney 
are in a majority Of cases Lot signed by the cap- 
tains Whose siguature they bear, the chief clerk 
or other officer of the boat frequently putting the 
captain’s name lothem. This being the case, it 
would be a very exsy matter for the hospital ‘au- 
thori ies to se UD Almost any one of the appli- 
cauts for reliel whom they happened to have a 
grudge agaist aud send them before the Federal 
Grand yury on a Charge of forgery. The sugges- 
lion Was made that this allegation could easily be 
substantiated by comparing ihe signatures on 
100 or 200 of the certificates recently issued with 
those of the captuins by whom they purport to be 
signed. If tue claim that the captains do not 
always sign these is proved, then it is desired to 
Kuow whether it was by accident or design that 
the hospital people selected iheir old enemy 
De Lancy, for punishment. The following cou-

Wheu she arrived at the Temple, aud found the 

lace packed and jamimea, sie ieli Mal she must 

ave made a mistake as lo the dale of hy lecture. 
Bui she soon convineed herself of her error anu, 
wuuld you believe it, she, with many other ladies, 
stood up during tlre entire lecture, and you pever 
saw sucii ab eullusiustic audience. Wiy they 
applauded every point I ude with a heartiness 
that was positively inspiring.” 

“What was the subject of vour lecture?” 

“On, temperance aud suffrage and reform, ete.

MUST WORK FOR IT. 


Some More Practical Suggestions 
on the Fast Mail Subject. 


St. Louis Need not Expect to Secure any 
Consideration on Her Merits, However 
—She Must Take Some Decisive Action 


to Help Herself. 


—— 


The fast mail subject is beginning to take such 
a strong hold upon the attention of the business 
public that an organized movement on the part of 
business men to compel a recognition of the right 
of St. Louis and the Southwest to be accorded 
the same mail facilities as Chieago and the North- 
west is predicted as ope of the developments 
of the nexttwo weeks. Such a movement took 
place in 1875, when all ef the newspapers and a 
large number of leading business men combined 


and fairly compelled the establishment of the 
umited mail for which Postmaster Filiey was 
working. 

“We accept the sophistical excuses of the Post 
Office Department altogether too readily,” said a 
gentleman who has civen mucb study to the sub- 
ject, tis morning, “Now, they have established 
a fast wail to Chicago which is Dound 
ro. «6(let)«Gmail) «umatier for pomts west of 
Chicago lie over in that town for several hours 
before it can be forwarded by the regular even- 
ing trains to the West. Chicago is so situated 
that this ‘lay over’ cannot be avoided, and hence 
Mr. Filley was right when he said that, with the 
same rate of speed, mai! de-tined for the West, if 
sent by the Pennsylvania and St. Louis rous®, will 
reach its destination in Kansas, Colorado, Cali- 
fornia or the Northwest one.train, or nearly 
tweive hours, earlier than if sent Dy theNew 
York Centrai and Chicago route. If, tden, a last 
mail over the Southern route can servathe inter- 
ests of the eutire Southwest, and almost the en- 
tire West so much better than the Chicago fast 
train, by reason of it being a more direct route 
and having no ‘lay overs,’ what an out ‘itis to 
subordinate these interests to those of Chicago 
and a few towns along the lake borders!” 

“Do you mean that our mails are not expedited 
by the Chicazo fast mail?” 

“Ob no, I don’t mean that. Of course they are 
expedited somewhat by that train, but they are 
expedited, not for our sake, but merely 
by sending them that way they help to constitute 
a suflicient freightage lo Insure 

A FAST TRAIN 
io Chicago, I cau best illustrate the point 
by the New Orieaus matt, which, 
in order to help to justify the 
the Chicago fast monopoly, is to be carried dace 
west nearly a thousand nuiles, and then due north 
another thousand miles, thus measuring the two 
sides of a triangle when a bypothenuse is open to 
use. No, I dun'teciaim that by a very fast train 
via the New Yorn Central they can’t get mail to 
usj a iittie quicker ihan we now get it by the 
Pennsylvania, out I do claim that whatever argu- 
ments there are in favor of rupning that fast 
train at all willapply with double force in favor 


of a fast train over the Southern route. 
By the route they have adopied, ihe 
cars carrying the mail for St. Louis 


ana the great Southwest travel 106 miles further 
than they need todo in coming from New York to 
St. Louis. and with doubie service each Way per 
day the Government has to pay tor the unneces- 
sary haulage of a cgr over four times 106 miles or 
424 milesevery day. There is no argument cao 
justily that.” 

“Is that the shortest route to Chicago?” 

“No, and that is another poiat that shows there 
something peculiar about the fast 

arrangement. the fast train 
is designed to serve the interest 
of the Nurthwest, it seems fair to suppose that it 
would take that ronte which wou'd enabie it to 
reach its destination in the shortest time, that is, 
that it would not travel out iurtier than it had 
io in accomwplisbing the trip. Well, if the train 
wereto berua overthe Pennsyivania to Pitts- 
burg, and then over the Fort Wayne to Chicago. 
it Would travel & wiles less than tt bas Ww travel 
by the route Already made. Duvuuble 
service each way wonld make the difference ia 
daily distance 276 of train travel. la fact, whiie 
S:. Louis mail loses 106 miles in going by the fa- 
vored Chicago route, the Chicago mail could gain 
69 miles by comiug over the St. Louis route as far 
as Pittsburg, and theu branching off over the Ft. 
Wayne road. In facet, one train out of New York

for both eities over the Southern route, and at 
the saine time make the minimum of mileage for 
beth cities. while under the afrangemeut 
just entered into the route to be traversed is four 
hours louger than it need be for St. Louis«, and 
two hours longer than it need be for Chicago. It 
would appear iha!t such imvortant cugsideratious 
as these Would determine the postak autborities 
io make such arrangements as would besi serve 
S:. Louis tnteresis, but these things are generally 
settied by influence rather thau by considerations 
of justice, and uniess St. Louis makes some effort 
in ber own behalf she need hope for nothing.”
